Contradiction -has became so deeply-rooted that 
the nation finds it difficult to conceive the possi. 
bility of any other form of administration — It is

consist of two factions, and that each should 
assertthat everything theother does fs wrong; and 
the fact that each faction generally proves the 
truth of ite ascertion isonly a trivial aggravation 
oftheevil.

reject this gang in their eatirety, and ns rejection 
means hinding over the reins of authorily to the 
hated individuals opposite, they generally take 
the lot, Ifthe House wishes to rid itrelf by 
force of the moat conspicucus Imbecife in the 
Ministry {t can only do it by rejecting the whole 
Cabinet, and giving theleader on the other side 
can opportunity to forma Ministry of his own, 
with some equilly irremoveable human incubus 
init, Consequently the final result fs a strangely 
anomalous one. The Parliament itself is chosen 
by the people, generally beca:se' they don't know 
any better, The Premier deselected within the 
House, tiot by adirect vote, but generally by, 
accident, or becouse bis voice is so loud and 
vociferous that it drowns all objection.
